NOW that so many apartment houses 
are being built, and our rooms are 
being so limited in size, it has be- 
come a necessity to select our pieces of 
furniture with consideration, not only 
for their beauty and amount of space 
each is to occupy, but also with a strong 
sense of its real practical usefulness. 

This suggestion of a " Combined 
Dressing and Writing Table" will prove 
to be a very useful, as well as orna- 
mental convenience, and will be very wel- 
come to any bachelor who desires to 
make the best of a corner space in a bed- 
room of small size. 

It is very simply made, the cost being 
dependent more upon the quality of the 
wood selected for its make than for its 
manufacture. The above illustrations 
give the reader an excellent idea of the 
front and side views, desk and plan, of 
the table, and a few technical particulars 
will afford all the necessary information 
for its make. 

As will be seen, the table is designed 
to stand in the corner of a room, a fact 
which would, of course, influence the . 
quality of the wood employed in its con- 
struction, as one might easily economize 
on the side pieces, which would be against 
the walls, and therefore would show but 
very little. The upper portion is made 
much like any ordinary bureau, with the 
swinging mirror and a small drawer be- 
low, in which brush, comb, and such 
toilet articles might be kept. The small 
ornamental recesses on either side of the . 
drawer might be prettily filled with some 
of the many little silver articles which are 
now so much in use ; while the piece of 
wood which forms the top plane over the 
drawer makes a most convenient spot on 
which to place the cushion, pin tray, etc. 

The lower portion of the table should 
be carefully and well built. The strong 
flap, immediately below the top, is hinged 
on the bottom edge and falls down, dis- 
closing a complete little writing desk, 
with locked compartments for the use of 
private papers and letters ; a shelf large 
enough to contain several small reference 
books, while below is a space for the ink- 
stand and pen tray. The flap itself 
should be well lined inside with dark 
colored broadcloth. The brackets below 
the flap are made to be swung out, so as 
to form the support for the flap, and 
must necessarily be strongly hinged on 
the inside. The bottom shelf forms the 
floor of the cupboard or large open re- 
cess, which is a most convenient place to 
keep the hat box, shoes, etc. 

If desirable, a very pretty effect can 
be had by attaching at the top and in- 
side of the recess a small brass rod, from 
which may be hung two small silk cur- 
tains, which, beside being ornamental, 
would serve as a purpose of more effect- 
ually covering from view the contents of 
the cupboard. 
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
